Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 -2, 4-9 and 1 1 -22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 , the prior art fails to teach "a data injector, coupled to said 
silence detector, that receives said interjection signal and responds by causing said 
transmitter to transmit data to said receiver over said voice channel", as cited in the 
claim. 

Regarding claim 8, the prior art fails to teach "responding to said pause by 
causing said transmitter to transmit data to said receiver over said voice channel", as 
cited in the claim. 

Regarding claim 15, the prior art fails to teach "a data injector, coupled to said 
silence detector, that receives said interjection signal and responds by causing said 
base station transceiver to transmit data to said receiver over said voice channel", as 
cited in the claim.
